since Kdear Mowrer. 


the correspondent ol ihe ‘CoD 
Daity News in Berlin. 


penned his ruthless exposure of Hitlerism 
the Nazis have strained every nerve to rid themselves of him. At 
first they tried to have him removed from his office of President. of 
the Foreign Press Association. That attempt did not succeed. 
Later, as parc of a self sacrificing agreement which he entered 
into in the interests of a colleague, Mr. Mowrer resigned 


Still 
the Nazis were not satisfied. 


They demanded from the United 
States authurities his early departure from Berlin. Most people 
would have supposed that if they objected to his presence they 
would have expelled him without further ado. But they were 
Anxious to preserve the ridiculous pretence that the foreign 
Press in Berlin is free and unrestricted. while, as Mr. Mowrer 
himself says, ‘‘ effecting the departure of those correspondents 
whose knowledge of the German situation was sufficient Tor them 
not to fall victims to German propaganda.’’ 


The line of action 
they took, therefore, was not to address America with the demand: 


** Rex all Mowrer or we will throw him out,’’ but ‘“ take Mowrer 
out of Germany quickly, as we can no longer be answerable for 
his bodily safety,’’? a remarkable confession of impotence, The 
result was that the correspondent was pressed by his own counfry- 
men to accelerate his departure, and he yielded to their influence. 
Had he been a Jewish journalist the Nazi bravos would never have 
given him a chance to go, but would have ‘ despatched ”? him! 
What Hitler hopes to gain from these manceuvres only his own 
henchmen may know. The Foreign Press Association will only 
be confirmed in their views of Nazi suppression. They will be 
more and more convinced that in Mr. Mowrer’s words, ‘ the 
German Government persecutes correspondents, not because their 
reports are untrue, but because the facts they report might injure 
the real or supposed interests of Germany abroad.’’ Even till 
now, according to the correspondent, it was perhaps known only 
to a few members of the Association how many of their colleagues 
had been lost to it becanse they had refused to surrender their 
independence. Mr.: Mowrer will. not be silenced~because he is 
transferred, and in his place as President of tle: Association there 
has been installed sue essor, Mr, Ebbutt.

‘Jewish Medical Men. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH. CHRONICLE. 

Sin, Me. Jacobs, in his last week's statistical study of * Jewish 
Professions,’’ tmmakes the following statement: “ English Jews do not 
avpear to share the tastes of their Continental bret ren as revards their 
choice of a profession.” May LI be permitted to make a few remarks on 
this subject. 

The reason why 80 mnany Jewish medical practitioners are found in 
a’ most every town of Germany is owing to the fact that they expect and 
receive unfailing support from their Jewish brethren. Wherever there isa 
co ogregation, therethe Jewish medica! man is sure to find a lucrative field of 
employment, and becomes in fact what is known as «S39 doctor.” In 
England, however, there seems to exist as rnuch prejudice in Jews as in 
non-Jews, against employing Jewish doctors, 

With such prospects, how can we expect Jewish young men to devote 
themselves to this calling with the same ardour as their brethren on the 
Continent”? 

Notwithstanding this disadvantave, the number of Jews in the profes- 
sion, in London a one, is much larger than that given by Mr. Jacobs from 
the rolls of the Roval College of Surgeons, viz., 12. From my personal 
knowledge I can state that the number of Jewish registered medical 
practitioners in London is 25.

We regret to announce that Mr. Alfred Sutro, the well-known 
dramatist, died from bronchial pneumonia on Monday night, at 


his residence, Gurdons,’ Witley, Surrey. 


Alfred Sutro, who was born on August 7th, 1863, was a member 
of one of the old Jewish families which had been settled in Spain until

EWENTY-ONE-YEAR-OLD LEADER APPOINTED. 


An appointment which is tinged with romance is that of 
Rav of the Adath Yisroel Congregation in North London. On Sunday 
next, at 6 oclock at the Synagogue, 124, Green Lanes, Rabbi Dr. 
Solomon Schénfeld is to be inducted into the office occupied by his 
father, the late Rabbi Dr. Victor Schénfeld. The Instalhation 
Ceremony will be followed by a reception and supper at “ The 
Poplars,” 287, Seven Sisters Road, N. For’ many years the Adath 
Yisroel had occupied an important position in the Community as 
typifying the right wing, advocating: rigid orthodoxy. Largely, its 
importance was due to the untiring energy with which the late Dr. 
Schonfeld devoted himself in sponsoring the standpoint of his 
Kehillah. 

A correspondent writes: *‘ The new incumbent of office is only twenty- 
one year. of age and literally grew up in the congregation, Passing matri- 
culati n at the London University at fifteen, he studied for a year at 
the Yeshiva at Tirnau in Hungary, but returned to London to take up 
law studies. Upon the death of his father he determined to take up 
Rabbinics and was tutored by Rabbi Saul David Ungar of the Tirnau 
Yeshiva, and later at. the Slabodka Yeshiva, receiving Semicha 
from the hands of eminent Rabbis of Lithuania, including the 
Chief Rabbi of Kovne. He also studied at Vienna and Koenigsberg, 
receiving his Doctorate of Philosophy from the latter University. 
In an interview, Dr. Schénfeld told me that on returning from abroad one 
immediately encountered th: obvious trend towards assimilation, which 
was obvious in Ango-Jewry. The great difference from the position 
of Jewry in Czechoslovakia and Poland was that there was no definite 
Jewish culture which could be relied on. He has great hopes of the 
Jewish Secondary Day School, where Jewish and secular studies aro 
pursued side by side. He has in mind the institution of a system whereby, 
from the cradle to the grave, the orthodox school of thought should be 
organised to prevent the drift.” 

Rabbi Dr. Munk, whom Dr. Schénfeld is relieving at the Adath 
Yisrael, has won high opinio is during the period of his incumbency ; and 
in appreciation of bis work the Committee have uvauimously decided to 
appoint him as a Rabbi of the Congregation without functions. Hopes

Its 
fanatical rulers have revoked the civic rights of its Jewish popula- 
tion, and have condemned that population to degradation and 
utter ruin. 

The world’s indignation and horror at this a»ypalling return to 
barbarism have been of little avail. The protest meetings have 
dispersed; the speeches are forgotten, and the Terror goes on as 
ever. We now look to the League of Nations—whose most sacred 
task is the protection of helpless minori tes from oppression and 
injustice—to come to the rescue of the Jews in Germany. And in 
this present year, when our Own beloved country celebrates the 
centenary of the abolition of slavery, the friends of Britain every- 
where hope that it will lend its powerful support to any efforts of 
the League to secure for a harassed minority rehabilitation of civic

Germans in Upper Silesia still prefer Jewish doctors—he is pestered by 
the police and Nazis. In several cases Germans have actually been assaulted 
for visiting Jews. In two cases they were not accepted into the municipal 
hospital because they went to Jews. 


Clients of Jewish Lawyers Terrorised. 

Hardly better is the fate of Jewish lawyers and notaries, about fifty 
of whom have been reinstated. True, they can now appear in court, but 
they are no longer briefed. No German is allowed to visit them. Outside 
the courts in Beuthen, Oppeln and other towns, Nazis are specially posted 
to look through the cause lists and see whether any (;erman has enyaged 
a Jew. If so, he is immediately warned to withdraw the brief. Should he 
refuse, there are many Ways of punishing him. The Nazis attack him in the 
streets. The police descend upon him and find something wrong in his shop 
or house, and he is made to pay a fine. In other cases the Income Tax 
officials pursue him. No German now dares entrust his case to a Jew. In 
fact, Jews themselves fear to take their cases to Jewish lawyers. Their 
chance of winning a case is very much greater if represented by an Aryan, 
And so the offices of Jewish lawyers and notaries are empty. Well known 
Jewish lawyers of Beuthen and Gleiwitz work surreptitiously for a few 
marks preparing briefs and cases for young trerman lawyers, who, only a 
few months ago, were their assistants. To add insult to injury, Jewish 
lawyers are not allowed to address non-Jewish lawyers in. court as “my 
learned colleague 

Whilst the Jewish panel doctors and lawyers have, in most cases, regained 
their former rights, but are debarred from earning a living, Jewish judges 
have not even been reinstated: Though entitled to, Jewish judges are not 
wiven any cases to try. They are paid their salaries, at least the majority 
of them, but they are not readmitted into court. Similarly, with Jewish 
assessors it is estimated that some tifteen are not allowed to enter court 
and work as formerly. In spite of the League decision that all who have been 
deprived of their work on account of being Jews in Upper Silesia should be 
reinstated, it appears that except for civil servants and teachers, who have 
almost all been taken on again, the Germans have s far evaded the decision. 
For instance, the local authorities in Beuthen have dismissed their two 
Jewish employees on the pretext that they are Marxists, which was untrue. 

What will be the future of these Jews ? The 150 Jewish professional 
workers, who, together with their dependents, make up a body of over 500, 
will, of course, though readmitted, be ultimately completely ruined. They 
will be driven out if the League does not protect them and see that its 
decision becomes really effective and not a mere dead letter of no value to 
the members of the Jewish minority it was meant to help. But these pro- 
fessional Jewish workers are only a small section of the Jewish minority whom 
the German authorities in Upper Silesia are seeking to ruin and destroy. 
Of these most. unfortunate. Jews I shall write later. 


CONCENTRATION CAMP HELL. 


Auth nt'c Revelation of Ghastly Conditions. 


Torture, Starvation and Depravity. 

The following article, by special permissicn, is taken from an account 
appearing in Das Neve Tacesucn, one of the principal refugees’ publications, 
issued in Paris. 

Of the concentration camps in Germany, Oranienburg is not the worst. 
Those at Sonnenburg, Kislau and elsewhere are still more frightful. Perhaps 
the nearness of Berlin has a ** humanising*’ effect. 

The Oranienburg camp is at the disused Schering-Kahlbaum works. 
The dilapidated machine rooms have been converted into dormitories for 
the prisoners. They sleep on straw scattered on the stone floors and rotten 
from the rain that pours in through the holes in the roof. A large courtyard 
and a meadow, enclosed by barbed wire, surround the buildings. During 
the night S.A. guards are posted in the dormitories and on the roofs. Search- 
lights illuminate the whole place. Flight is impossible. Whoever is shot at 
Oranienburg “‘ while trying to escape "’ has been murdered. 

Various articles of ‘‘ gymnastic equipment’ are erected in the court 
at the back, among them a ditch five yards by seven filled with refuse. This 
must be clambered over by means of a thin, slippery pole. Whenever an 
S.A. man finds time hanging heavily on his hands he orders the prisoners 
to “ drill.” 8.A: men stand in front of the obstacles and help the prisoners 
across with blows and kicks. 

A part of the court is set aside for Jews who are forbidden to speak 
to Christians. 

Shut up in Lavatories. 

Near the lavatories, which are visited daily by over 2,500 men, there 
are five ** bunkers,”’ that is, confinement cells. These consist of W.C.'3 which 
have been boarded up, and are in total darkness. Prisoners charged with 
‘obstinacy ’’ are condemned to days or weeks in the ‘bunkers.’ Some 
prisoners have been condemned to fourteen days in these pestiferous dens, 
without light, and only allowed a few minutes’ freedom for meals. 

Up to June Ist there were only about 170 prisoners in Oranienburg. 
After that new batches came almost every day, until in August.there were 
2,409. A special group consists of the Jewish students from the agricultural 
training college at Wolzig. They were raided last May. There are fort y of them, 
aged fourteen to eighteen. There are-also many professional workers— 
Ludwig Levy, a lawyer from Potsdam; Hans Rosenthal, ex-Mavor of 
Luckenwalde ; 4 Rabbi of Rathenow and many more. Bes 

What “Physical Culture"’ Means. 

At 5,30 a.m. a trumpet call gives the signal for rising. ‘The prisoners 

have to get water for washing. At 6 an hour's “drill.” At 7 breakfast—a 


cup of bad coffee and a piece of dry bread. At 7.30 the work is given out. 
Some are set to clean the boots of the S.A. guard, clean out their rooms and 
wash their dirty crockery. By 9.30 everything must be spotless. A few 
prisoners are ordered to wait on the officers, and another dozen are set t, 
peel potatoes. Another group does work in the camp, pulling up grass from 
between the stones of the court, removing all stones from the meadow. 
cleaning the lavatorics, and so on. Beyond that there is no other sort o) 
work to do. The prisoners who do not work stay in the meadow until if 
oeeurs to an S.A. man to summon them to “drill.” Besides the method 
already descrithd, there are two sorts of “ physical culture’ in favour a: 
Oranienburg. One is “standing at attenticn.’’ The priscners must form 
up and “stand at attention ©’ for one, two or three hours. If anvone move 
or does not stand straight enough or collapses through weakness, he is kick«« 
or clouted. Another type of “ physical culture” has been introduced by 
Storm-Leader Pege, who came here on June Ist as second-in-command 
Pege gets the prisoners a kme s bend ’ in four movements, of two minut 
each. If they collapse or fail to raise their heels there are more kicks. T) 
often goes on for two hours. 


Nightly Torture. 

At 12 there is dinner, pea soup and lentil soup alt rnately , With potatoes, 
‘We never had meat. Fortunately—otherwise prisoners would die of undcr- 
nourishment—thcse who have means are able to get a little extra food. 
A common form of punishment 1s to forbid prisoners to buy foed for 
certain number. of days.

“Shot While Trying to Escape.” 

No official or lawyer appears even when someone “ commits suicide ”’ 
or is ** shot while trying to escape,’ On the night of June 28th four persons 
from Bernbury Hans Kramer, Wilhelm Mun ld M and Emil 
(jraupner—-were shot. The other prisoners heard the rattle of the machine- 
sun fire between 1 a.m. and 2 a.m. Next morning, at roll-call, they were 
informed that the four men had been “ discharged.’ Towards mid-day, 
the commander decided to revise this version and informed the police briefly 
that they had been “*shot while trying to escape.’ The police, without 
further .investigation, removed the bodies. At the evening roll-call all 
prisoners were informed that visits would be banned for seven weeks, in 
order not to spread false rumours, and that they had only the would-be 
“fugitives ’’ to thank. 

The commander at Oranienburg is Storm-Leader Kriiger, who has 
supreme authority. He is an ex-student who failed in his examination and 
was unemployed yntil he sueceeded in making his way in the S.A. Now he 
rules 2,400 prisoners. Next comes Pege. Then, nearly as powerful, is the 
“adjutant,” Hans Hugo Daniels. Until the victory of the Nazis, Danicls 
was. one of the best known figures in the Berlin homosexual underworld 
and a constant visitor at the “* Kleist Casino,’ the favourite rendezvous of 
male prostitutes in West Berlin. When the Casino was closed down Daniels 
consoled himself with Oranienburg. When he comes home drunk at night 
he orders his men to wake up a young prisoner and bring him along. Anyone 
who refuses is examincd.”’ 


The “Humane” Hun. 

Three hundred 5.A. men, nearly all young unskilled workers, for years 
unemployed, form the leader's guard. Most of them enjoy their power. All 
they have to do is to stand on duty and maltreat the prisoners.. There is 
hardly a prisoner who does not bear traces of kicks and blows. One needs 
much strength to endure a few weeks of Oranienbarg. On the night of 
August 5th a young man named Erich Koh bled to death, after opening a 
vein with a needle—some 5.A. men had “ jokingly’ threatened him with 
sterilisation. Walter Klausch, of Potsdam, hanged himself in a “ bunker ”’ 
with his braces. Since then prisoners condemned to a “ bunker’ have their 


braces removed. In Oranienburg, you see, they are more humane than else- 
where.

A Visit to a Concentration Camp. 


Starved and Tortured 


Mr. W. Arnold-Forster, who is. well-known as a writer and 
speaker on intern»t onal affairs, and as technical adviser to the 
National Peace Council, has just returned from a short visit to 
Germany, during which he visited a well-known concentration camp 


for political prisoners in Bavaria. Describing this visit in an article 


in Peace, the monthly journal of the National Peace Council, he

A German refugee who had the good fortune to escape from the 
clutches of the Nazis whilst he was being conveyed to a concentra- 
tion camp, gave his experiences to our correspondent in Antwerp. 
As it was, he was detained for over a fortnight ona charge of having 
conspired against, the State, while what he was guilty” of was 
merely carrying on his business. He stated that the prison where 
he was detained was badly overcrowded, fourteen men having to 
sleep in a room where only four beds were available. He was able 
to converse with other prisoners and had seen a number of Jews 
brought in who had been badly beaten, amoug whom was a man of 
about sixty years of age. Another Jew was detained because he 
was accused of Grevelhetze (giving information of Nazi atrocities), 
his “ guilt” being based on the information of a postman that he 
had received many letters from abroad. 


Quakers and the Camps. 


Permission Visit Refused. 


The Society of Friends has been in communication with the 
German Government regarding permiss on for representatives to 
visit concentration camps in Germany. It has now receiveda reply, 
through the German Embassy in London, tliat the request for per- 
mission cannot be granted, on the ground that practically all the 
people in the camps are German nationals, and ‘atthe German 
Government feels, therefore, that as a matter of principle it cannot 
give permission to foreigners to visif the camps. 


JEWS MAY BE LEGALLY DISMISSED. 


Imporiant Court Decision. 


\ decision made last month by the. Berlin Labour Court. but 
published’ only now in the Nazi “Angr ff,” creates a precedent 
muthorising the dismissal of any employee with Jewish ancesirvy. 
{n employee of the Karstadt department stores was dism ssed 
because of his Jewish race. He appealed against the dismissal, but 
the appeal was disallowed. \mong the reasons given was the 
following: “ Even if in individual cases this measure signifies a 
great hardship for Jewish eniplovees, consideration must be shown 
for the fact that, in the interest of the continued. existence of the 
lirm of harstadt and the safeguarding of the livelihood of 22.000 
employees of German race, and in the interest of the countless 
smatler firms that are dependent on the existence of the firm of 
harstadt, an extirpation of the Jewish element in the firm of Kar. 
stadt was imperative.’ The ANGRIFF publishes this decision under 
the heading “Membership of Jewish vace a legal reason for dis- 
mnissal,’ 

_° ALL pleas for the cancellation of the decision to exclude Jewish 
deaf and dumb from the German Deaf and Dumb Organisa ions have 
proved of no avail and the Jews have been excluded from tie e 
organisations. The Nazis have even gone a step further and refused 
to grant to the Jewish deaf and dumb any benefits due to them in 
respect of contributions paid by them for many years. 

The Mayor of Rothenburg has issued a statement explaining 
that since the local City Park now bears the name of Adolph Hitler 
“it stands to reason that non-Aryans must not enter the Park.” 
This prohibition, stated the Mayor, was issued for the sake of the 
maimtenance of order. |

The Horst-Wesse! Film. 


‘| he Beriim corre sp mdent of the TIMI Stelis a disgrace eful Story 
of the making of the Horst-Wessel film. On August llth crowd 
scenes werd in the Grenadierstrasse, depicting Jews in a 
manner calculated to incense credulous minds against them by 
identifving them with the Communists. The chief scene was a 
ronte march of Storm Detachments led by Horst-Wessel. About 
midday, savs the Times, uniformed Nazis appeared in the Grenadier. 
strasse and compelled the inhabitants to take part. Bearded Jews 
and persons of pronouncedls Jewish appearance were chosen for 
preference, two Rabbis among them. The Jews were made to climb, 
by means of a ladder, on to the roofs of low houses, and, as the Nazi 
procession went by, to shout ~ Perish the Nazis,” “Death to 
ase isin, ted Front (the Communist cry), or Hail, Moscow,’ 
with the proper gestures. Some of them knew so little about these 
things that they gave the Nazi. salute (an upraised arm) with a 
Communist ery, instead of the Communist salute ta bent arm with 
clenched fist), and the scenes had to be rehearsed time and again 
for these reasons. 

Storm troops have again raided the Jewish quarter, Grenadier- 
strasse, in Berlin, on the pretext of looking for Communist literature 
and arms. Many houses were searched and a number of Jews have 
been arrested, 

The Government has forbidden the sale in Germany of the 
JUEDISCHE PRESSZENTRALE of Zurich. 

At Bensheim, Hesse, a Jew has been sent-to a concentration 
camp, because he failed to greet a Nazi procession with the Nazi 
salute. When he was asked why he did not salute, he replied: “ You 
say that the Jews are foreigners and foreigners, according to 
the official announcement, are exempt from giving the Nazi salute.” 
This explanation was considered by the Nazis as a “ piece of Jewish 
impudence,” and the Jew was sent to a concentration camp. 

The Nazi employees at the cigarette factory owned by Herr 
Garbatti (a Jew) have held a meeting and have decided to dismiss 
all Jewish Directors and take over the control of the factory. The 
pleas of the non-Nazi employees that such a course would ruin the 
factory were disregarded. 

Several big Jewish firms,

the names of which cannot be dis- 
closed because they are still under Jewish control, have received 
demands for large payments of additional Income Tax. One firm 
has been asked to make an extra payment of 100,000 marks. When 
the firm pleadel that this sum exceeded its entire income, the Nazi 
officials replied: ~ The payment must be made and youc wm consider 
yourselves fortunate that we allow you to exist.” 

llerr Mosse, a nephew of the famous Jewish newspaper pro- 
prietor, has been abducted by Nazis from his home near Rathenow, 
in Brandenburg, and has died in uncertain circumstances, 

The following are the relevant parts of a Church Law passed 
by the General Synod of the Evangelical Church of the Altpreus- 
sische Union on September 6th, as: reported by the VOELKISCHER 
sHOBACHTER,: Paragraph 1, clause 2: Persons not of Aryan descent 
or married to persons of non-Aryan descent cannot be appointed 
ministers or officials of the general Church administration. 
Ministers and officials of Aryan descent who enter into marriage 
with persons of non-Aryan descent are to be dismissed; Clause 3: 
The definition of persons of non-Aryan descent is as set down in 
the State laws. Paragraph 38, clause.2: Ministers and officials who 
are not of Aryan descent or who are married to persons of non- 
Aryan descent are to be retired; Clause 38: The application of 
cliuse 2 may be dispensed with in cases of particular services in 
buil ling up the Church in the German spirit; Clause 4: The pro- 
visions of the above clause do not apply to ministers and officials 
who have been ministers or officials of the Church, State, districts 
or other public administrative bodies since August Ist, 1914, or who 
fought at the front for the German Empire during the War, or who 
lost a father or son during the War.

Winter Prospects of German Jewry.

As I sat and listened to the broadcast speeches of the Nazi 
leaders at the Nuremberg gathering, I could not help gaining the 
impression (which was also the general impression here) that more 
trouble is awaiting German Jewry in the near future. The real 
truth about Germany's economic position is that even the Nazis no 
longer believe the official reports of the decrease of unemployment. 
There are only seasonal improvements now in the building trade 
and in agriculture, but in the factories and in business things are 
worse than ever. The Government is already experiencing great 
difficulties in finding funds to create work, and in some places the 
M yors have had to resort to the confiscation of private funds to 
Organise the public works ordered by the Government. 

At Frankfort, the Naz's at one of their meetings recently greeted 


the speakers with cries of “ Where are the work and bread you 


promised us?” Nazi hunger-marches to the Municipalities in 
provincial towns, demanding bread and work, are on the increase, 
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bat in all such cases the noisy Nazis are degraded and sent whole. 
sale to the concentratio 1 camps, although many Mavors are 
grumbling that their Municipalities maintain so 
interned people. Only the iron discipline in .orce and the lise 
mentality o. the Germans, who are accustomed to obev 
delaying big trouble. 

The Government is fully alive to the Situation and it, therefore, 
contemplates distracting the attention of the people by initiating a 
great new crusade agaiust the Jews. On October Ist the notice of 
dismissal given to large numbers o: Jew ish eimplovees will terminate 
and the Government willthen direct its pew Campaign against the 
Jewish small traders, merchants and artisans. 

In 1982 births among German Jews amounted to FULL and 
deaths to 9,000.

trialist. On the other hand, it is also desirous of welding together al) 


classes and of paying particular attention to the working man. It is 
opposed to all forms of ciass warfare and its ultimate objective is 


undoubtedly .the Corporative State in which there will be only 
a few great corporations, embracing in each case all the indi- 
viduals belonging to a particular occupation or profession, irrespec 
tive’ of whether they are employers or employed. This organisation 
of the State will be dominated. by the national and racial creed as 
professed by the National Socialist Party. The point that it is probably 
hardest for the outsider to understand is that if the tenets of this creed 
and economic necessities. come into conflict, the former take precedence 
over the latter. 

* This attitude of mind explains the action towards the Jews. The 
Jews are regarded by the National Socialists as an alien race whose 
admixture with the Aryan stock is undesirable and whose political views 
are too international to be compatible with the national standpoint. The 
reason given by the National Socialist Party for this attitude is that there 
has been a steady influx during a long period of time of Jews from the 
astern portions of Europe who have definitely formed an unassimilated 
foreign body in Germany. The census returns show about 600,000 Jews 
in Germany, but this number only represents those who have entered 
themselves as practising Jews; there are, however, very many who have 
for years put themselves down in the census forms as freethinkers or 
even as Protestants, etc., if they have been baptised.. The new German 
official test, on the other hand. is not based on the religious observance, 
but on the racial qualification, that is, anybody is regarded as non-Aryan 
one of whose parents or grandparents was a Jew. In this way the 
number is largely increased.”’ 

An outline of the economic policy of the Government tollows, in 
which Mr. Thelwall expresses the opinion that Nationalist views 
“are not favourable to the development of a flourishing foreign 
trade and are conducive to a low, but expensive, standard of life.” 
After a survey of the Government's many efforts to infuse a little 
economic sense into its too race-conscious supporters, the general 
survey ends with a cold statement of Germany's difficulties. 

“‘ As already remarked, it is quite useless to attempt any forecast of 
Germany's economic development during the next twelve months. The 
great d ficulties which oppressed her at the end of 1932 and which were 
enumerated at the beginning of this report still persist: heavy deficits on 
all her public budgets—the Reich 190 million Marks, with the prospect of 
considerably larger deficits in the coming five years; the States—520 
million Marks; the Municipalities—1,000 million Marks ; a capital market 
which is not in a fit state to finance a recovery, continued great unemploy- 
ment, a bad foreign trade position, large foreign indebtedness which has 
driven her to adopt the expedients of standstill agreements and a transfer 
moratorium, a currency which can only be kept stable by measures of 
this kind and by a severe foreign exchange control.”’ 


Dr. Schacht, the President of the Reichsbank, contributes a 
significant article to Diz Wocue on the subject of Germany's future 
economic policy. It was recognised at the World Conference, he 
Writes, that Germany can pay her debts only if her products are 
purchased abroad. Germany is determined, he declares, to pay 
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her debts, but can do this only by increasing her exports, so that 
the matter is ultimately in the hands of the creditors themselves. 
This is a further indication of the success of the boycott.

gations, both Jewish and non-Jewish; who are in favour of the boycott, 
were invited to co-operate. The Conference further voted to raise half a 
million dollars to promote the boycott and announced that future plans 
would include an information bureau, which will keep in touch with American 
manufacturers, foreign Consulates and Chambers of Commerce, and will 
issue weckly trade bulletins, 

On Sanday evening a dinner was given to Mr. Untermyer, which over 
fifteen hun ired people attended, including notable figures in all walks of 
tife. Among the speakers who denounced the Hitler regime were Mr. Alfred 
E. Smit, former presidential candidate, who called the Nazis stupid and 
declared that “Jews can stand the persecution, but civillsaticn cannot 
stand it, and, above everything elsc, Germany cannot stand it.’ Mr. 
Untermyer, whose spesch was broadcast, particularly appealed to Américan 
women, irrespective of faith, to prosecute the boycott, declaring that the 
Nazis’ aims involved degradation of women to the lowest possible cepths. 
Other speakers included Mr. James W. Gerard, former Ambassador to 
Germany, Mr. Bainbridge Colby, former Secretary of State, and Mr. George 
Gordon Battle, a noted lawyer (who presided over the meeting). | 

The protest is now taking a new turn, and there are signs that the 
German-American democratic elements intend publicly to repudiate 
Hitlerism. Last week, for instance, there was a procession of motor cars 
hearing anti-Nazi placards through Yorkville, the German secticn cf New 
York, to protest against the Nazi regime. The parade was directed by a 
non-Jewish organisation, the Friends of (rermen Democracy.’ Pcstcs 
were exhibited bearing such legends as: ‘We Fight Hitlerism Becavse 
We Love Oar Fatherland” and © Germany is Ruled by Maniacs.” 

Moanwhile, The Amorican Civil Libertics Unicn has addressed a 
memorandum to President Roosevelt requesting a revisicn of the immigraticn 
laws s> a8 to admit political and religious refugees from Germany in ccn- 
sonance with American tra lition. The memorandum was signed by thirty-six 
well-known educationists, lawyers, clergymen end others.

In answer to a question by a member of the Senate concerning

Only when it 
sueceeds in controlling its brutal instinets and adopts a sane outlook 
will men come to believe that Germany is returning to the sphere of 
ciVilisation.”’ 

Tue Swedish Labourers’ Trade Union, a federation with 600,000 
members, has accepted the International Federation of Trades 
Unions’ proposal to boycott German goods and products.

The Fasc sts 
aut these headquarters are provided with sufficient money to buy 
tobacco and necessities. Liscipline is strict, and there is an 
orderly room and punishment cell, 

It is well known that the British Union of Fascists are 
recruiting members among u employed youths by providing them 
with money for food and lodgings. Dr. Forgan, a former M.P. for 
a& Scottish division and now one of Moslev's right-hand men, was 
good enough to tell me that a widespread propaganda campaigu for 
youth is to be staried, and great results ave expected. | 

Last terin in Oxford a branch of the British Union of Fascists 
was started by Sir Oswald Mosley himself, and it was not long 
before labels were posted on the doors of Jewish students’ rooms.

We learn that a letter is being sent from the 
League for Combating Anti-Semitism-—of which Professo 
is Honorary President—requesting the League of. Nations to con 
sider an equitable distribution of refugee German Jows among the 
countries willing to receive them.

German-Jewish Refugees. 
MAGISTRATE’s FEAK?>, 

A week or so ago, three Jews from Germiny apreared befuic Mi 
Herbert Metcalfe, the Magistrate, at the Old strect Pol ce Co if, on the 
charge “ that being aliens they were found in the United Kingdom, having 
landed without leave of an immigration officer.” The wen wee: Ludwig 
Starogubski (28), tailor: Isrow Tondonsky (26), panter: and Izrael 
Grubsztejn (22), leather worker: all of no fixed abode. Polce Constable 
Bateson said that the men had informed hm that they came scparatels 
from Germany to Engla d. He asked for a recommendati nu for deporta 
tion “for what it. was worth.” Through au interpreter, tho three men 
said that they were persecuted in Germany. Mr. Me calfe sad that 
they were apparently respectable men, and the only offence Was 
ihat they were Jews, and the German authorities ordered them 
from the country. He should have thought that serious representations 
ti ght be made by our authorities in some way through diplomatic 
channels, It seémed unfair that respectable men of Jewish origin should 
come here and that it should mean the taxpayers having to keep them 
if they were imprisoned. It was a grave matter, he aided, if we were 
to be inun ated with German Jews. The only thing he could. do. was 
to direct that they shonid be imprisoned for three months with @ recom- 
mendation for deportation. 

Last Friday, at the Old Street Police Court, Mr. Edward Fail, 
Soliclior, gave n tice of appeal ov behalf of the three accused. The two 
sureties put forward for the prosecution of the appeal it was announced 
were Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., ad Mr. Leonard Montefiore, . Mr, Laski 
said that he would like to point out, lest tuere should be any misappre- 
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hension, that no Jewish refugees from Germany would become a charge 
on the non-Jewish community in any way. They would look after their

the Maccabi Congress, held at Prague on the 27th and 30th u It 


marked a new epoch in the Renaissance of Jewish yvouth, (The 
results of the sports and games at the Belvedere Stadium were 


given In THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of the Ist mst.'. 07 delegates from 


18 different countries participated in the Congress. 
was attended bys the Cvechoslovakian Govern 
Mr. Sokolow, President of the Zionist Organisation, 
Mr. Neville ski. President of the Board of Deput es, Lady 
Erlieigh, Lord Melchett, Hon. President of the Maccabi World Union, 
ana Dr. Lelewer, Chatrman of the Union. 

Dr. Jacobowitz submitted a report of the work done by the Union 
from 1926 to 1984. The re port showed the development of the Maccabi from 
a simple sports organisation to one of the most Unportant factors in the 
development of Jewish yanth of our time 

Dr. Lelewer referred to the aims and achievements of the Maccabi. 
He outlined the general world situation with particular reference to the 
unfortunate position of German Jewry. ‘That situation, be sad, raised 
the question as to What place the Maccabi. could take in the solution of 
the Jewish problem, Dr. Lelewer summarised the position from three 
differeut points of view. During the last four years, he said, the Maccabi 
had suce eded in forming branches throughout the world. The first 
Maccabiah had been held in Tel-Aviv and Lord Melchett had consented 
ilon. President of the World Maccalt Organisation, Dr. 
Leleweér also dealt with the subjects of “Jews in Sport,” “ Palestine and 
Sports,” “ Zionism and Sports, and “lalestine and the Maccabi.” He 
spoke of the future auns of Maccabi iti training school, organising 
the Second Maccabiah, participating in the Women’s Olymp ad in London 
and in the West Asiatic Gamesin New Delhi. The probiem of effective 
leadership in the Maccabi, he said, had bec me acute. It was important 
that the Executive should have a greater authority over local branches. 
Dr. Letewer ended with an appeal tothe Maccabi Congress and to the 
Zionist Congress net to waste time in arguments, but to do everything 
which world resnit in immediate positive and productive work,

HOPELESSLY INADEQUATE RELIEF.

It was in a spirit of misgiving that I set out on my tour round 
towns and centres in Poland where the Jewish refugees from 
Germany sought an asylum. How did they live? What was being 
done for them? What hopes had they for the future? Apart from 
Warsaw, | found refugees in Kattowitz, Krolewska-Huta, Bielsk.

This was particularly necessary in countries where the monogamous 
enactment of Rabbenu Gershon against bigamy was hedged about 
by certain reservations, and did not operate in cases, such as, where 
the wife bore no children. Or, again, where the large amount of monies 
involved in the marriage transaction demanded some safeguards in 
matters of succession, or otherwise. Such supplementary conditions 
(Tenaim) were embodied either in the main text of the Kethubah or 
appeared alongside it, in a parallel column or appended as a kind 
of footnote. An excellent specimen of such conditions is supphed. by 
the Kethubah drawn up at Venice on Sivan 9th, 1738, between Jacob 
Uzziel and Rachel Uzziel. In the Kethubah properis stated the amount 
of 8,000 ducats in monev, which the bride brought to her bridegroom 
as dowry, in addition to 500 ducats worth of articles—jewels, precious 
raiments, ete., as well as the counter gift of the bridegroom to the 
bride to half the amount, 4.259, making a grand total of 12.750 
duecats, against which the bride has a lien assigned on the bridegroom’s 
estate. Then, parallel to‘this, are enumerated the five following 
supplen entary conditions.

This brief sketch of Kethuboth at the Jewish Museum makes 
no claim to exhaustiveness, Hardly anything has been written about 
the many names that figure in these documents either as contracting 
parties or as witnesses, and that are of great importance to the student 
of Italian-Jewish history. Nor has any reference been made to tke 
Kethuboth of Anglo-Jewish interest, associated with names highly 
honoured in the community. The beautiful caligraphy and illumine- 
tions that make these exhibits works of art ard things of beauty Lave 
likewise received no attention. Nevertheless, sufficient has been shown 
of the value and interest of these exhibits worthy of attracting the 
attention of the visitor to the Jewish Museum. 


Imagine the intense excitement that stirred within the hearts 
of all present at a wedding in the Mediaeval Ghetto, as the Kethubah 
was about to be read aloud, and its terms, throbbing with live interest, 
were about to be disclosed to an expectant public, Compare with this

Judaism had 
mythology, ancl if colour were TO he added to hes lmagery, that 
should hot pall by comparison with scriptural material, from what 
better place could it be culled ¢ The complaint against his grammar 
may be justified, but one may with equal justice blame the Russo- 
‘olish Hebrew poets for their re glect of accent uation, Kalir 
‘ttempted to build on a pure Hebrew. basis: his Spanish critics 
built on Arab foundations and his modern critics on Western 
Kuropean standards. 

His chief critic, Ibn Ezra, after whom all subsequent ones have 
modelled themselves, is noted for the severity of his technique, his 
invarying verse forms, his rigid adherence to Biblical standards, his 
Lull imagery. One does not blame the classical writers of Greece and 
Rome for their manifold allusions to the life histories of the great 
concourse who peopled Olympus. Wherefore should Kalir suffer 
because he wove into the fabric of his poems the fanciful ideas of a 
worthier morality, as expounded in the Talmudic literature ‘ Turn 
again to him with a knowledge of the Agada, and his spiritual

Collapse of Civilised Germany. 

Oa January 29h the President summoned Hitler and asked him to 
form a (rovernment. Hitler accepted the. task, and on the following day 
He became Chancellor, with von Papen as Vice- 

Chancellor and Dr. Frick as Minister of the Interior; Hugenberg was 
designated as “Crisis’’ Minister, Capt. Goering Minister without Port- 
folio, Reich Commissioner for Aviation and Deputy Commissioner for the 
Interior in Prussia, being later made practically Dictator of Prussia. Among 
ther appointments made soon after was that of the notorious anti-Semite 
Dr. Goebbels as Minister for Propaganda. 

Lhe accession of Hitler to power, the goal towards which he had been 
working for fourteen years, filled the German Jews and their co-religionists 
throughout the world with the utmost dismay, and an immediate attempt 
was made to elicit a statement of the Government intentions. The following 
communique was issued by ths Foreign Office: ‘In order to allay the 
anxiety of the Jews abroad concerning the fate of the Jews in Germany, 
the Press Department of the German Government declares that the new 
German Cabinet seeks to secure peace and order for all German citizens 
and has no intention of embarking upon any unreasonable experiments.”’ 

No Government declaration was ever issued with a more cynical dis- 
regard of truth, and n> promis> was ever more. flagrantly broken. 
It was soon made clear that, on the contrary, the German Jews were 
to bo deprived of every right which was theirs under the constitution and 
were to be subjected to every conceivable kind of outrage and humiliation. 

In March there were fresh elections to the Reichstag; and this time, 
assisted by a policy of intimidation and unrivalled propaganda, the Nazis 
secured a clear majority with 17,265,823 votea, this giving them 288 seats 
against the 196 previously held. They were now firmly in the saddle, and 
were free to proceed with cynical effrontery in the suppression of all other 
parties in the State. The Socialists and Communists were treated as traitors 
and simply eliminated, their property being confiscated. The Centre Party 
was mercifully allowed to ** diasolve.”’ 

Nazi Hooligans in Power. 

The Jews were not only made the sport of Nazi hooligans, but by a series 
of Government measures, supplemented by local interpretations, were 
systematically squeezed out of Government posts and the professions, 
Everything had to be “ Aryan.’

Jewish lawyers were, with few exceptions, excluded from the Law Courts,

German shipping and trade in many industries. The Leipzig autumn Fair 
was practically without foreign buyers. The Germars have ruefully 
admitted the effects of the boycott which is, however, set down as one more 
manifestation of international plotting by the hated Jews. | 

In May a fund was opened in this country for the relief of German 
Jewry, and met with an immediate and generous response. The United 
Synagogue voted £10,000 from its funds to be applied in Palestine for the 
assistance of refugees of the cultured type. In June a notable protest meeting 
was held at the Queen's Hall, at which Viscount Buckmaster presided, and 
at which the Archbishop of Canterbury was the principal speaker. In the 
following month a service of intercession was held at the Albert Hall, while 


90,000 Jews marched in procession from the East End to Hyde Park to 


protest against the outrages. 

All these demonstrations, which were repeated im other countries, 
appeared to have little effect on the Nazis, who continued their campaign 
of outrage wnabated. 

Only a week or two ago, at the monster Nazi demonstration at 
Nuremberg, Dr. Goebbels, who has been indetatigable in spreading the 
seeds of race hatred, had the effrontery to declare that “‘ not a hair of any 
Jew in Germany has been ruffled without reason,’’ and he asserted that 
“we need not fear the judgment of the world.’ He pretended that the 
measures taken against the Jews were merely reprisals for “‘ an unscrupulous 
agitation conducted by Jews abroad *’—-a cynical reversal of the actual 
facts. 

The Jewish situation in other European lands was none too bright. 
In Austria strenuous efforts were made by the local National Socialists, 
with the actual support of the German Naz's, who carried on an active 
propaganda over the border, to spread the seeds of racial hate, and there 
were many attacks on Jews, though wider political aspirations oecupied 
the attention of the party rather than local application of the Nazi pro- 
gramme. The Government, under the capable leadership of the Chancellor, 
Dr. Dollfuss, strenuously resisted the Nazi movement and appealed to the 
Powers for aid in checking the impudent propaganda from across the frontier, 
which, it was urged, constituted a violation of the Four Power Pact. To 
the Austrian Jews the situation continues fraught with deep anxiety, as 
there is no doubt that the growth of the Nazi power involves as serious 4 
menace to them as it has proved to be to the Jews of Germany. 

In Hungary, General Gémbdés, the Premier, and Admiral Horthy, the 
Regent, renounced anti-Semitism, and improved conditions prevailed. The 
Regent’s change of front was the more remarkable and welcome in view of 
the terrible conditions which prevailed in Hungary when he first assumed

In February the Chief Rabbi completed twenty years in his high «flice, 
and reeeived many deserved tributes on the services he had rerdered to 
Jewry during these two decades. Further progress was made with the 
publication of his valuable commentary on the Pentateuch. 

In June a sueecesful Anglo-Palestine Exhibition was opencd at the 
Agricultural Hall, Islington, by the Prime Minister who made a notable 
spec h on the oecasion. In the following month Mr. Lloyd George attended 
a dinner in aid of the Jewish Religious Education Beard and voiced a stirring 
eondemnation of the German persecutions, not for the first or last time. 
Seldom, indeed, has there been a year in which so many distinguished non- 
Jews have appeared on Jewish platforms and given utterance to expressions 
of sympathy with the Jewish people. Apart from the German protest 
meetings, there were numerous other occasions throughout the country for 
these manifestations of goodwill. 

A case in point was provided by the celebrations in Manchester to mark 
the 70th birthday of that sterling Jewish and public werker Mr. Nathan 
Laski, J.P., who re: ived the honorary degree of M.A. from Manchester 
University. The Ma chester Jewish Hospital, of which Mr. Laski is Chairman, 
inaugurated three valuable extensions—in October the ‘* Princess Elizabeth 
Ward,”’ in November the *‘ Albert I, Belisha Hall’’ and in March the 
“Bernhard Baron Wing.’ At the first celebration a presentation portrait 
of Mr. Laski was unveiled. Extensions to the incurable section of the Man- 
chester Home for Aged and Needy Jews were also opened, 


Another Manchester celebration was in honour of Dr. I. Slotki, the, 


Hebrew educationist. The City of Sheffield was inscribed in the Golden 5 
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of the Jewish National Fund, and at a banquet to mark the event the cordial 

relations between the Jewish and non-Jewish citizens were emphasised. 

An extension of the Jewish burial ground at Bristol and a new memoria!

Mrs. Jacob H. Schiff, New York, widow of the famous Jewish philanthropist, 
and herself abounding in good works; Mr. Joseph Kessler, New York, the 
Yiddish actor; Sir Alexander Prince, who eartied the gratitude of the nation

Brigade, and an authority on miniature rifle shooting ; Sir Edward Stern, 
banker and philanthropist ; the Rev. Gatchell Isaacs, for forty years Minister 
of the South Hackney Synagogue; Mr. Philip 8.

Christina of Sweden. By Margaret Goldsmith (Barker, 10s. net.) 


The remarkable daughter of the great Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden. 

the Protestant Champion of the Thirty Years’ War, has attracted student 
of listory of all types; for the subject seems inexhaustible. Miss Gold 
smiths monograph is the latest addition to the lengthening series of 
“lives.” The author calls it “a psychological biography,” and she has 
cortainly cndeayoured to penetrate the arcana of Christina's encycloped 
if eccentric, mind. That Miss Goldsmith has only achieved partial succe: 
is perhaps inevitable. Christina, despite her frankness of act and speech, 
is far too elusive and complex to be easily explained to the general reade: 
For one who, like Christina, touched life at many points, it was but natura: 
that she should have come into contact with some Jews. Among her 
numerous learned correspondents we meet with Manasseh ben Israc!. who 
bought boos for her at Amsterdam, and probably arranged certain financis 
transactions for her as well. Put the exact nature of her relations wit! 
Manassch are not revealed by Miss Goldsmith. More frequent, howeve! 
is the mention of hei dealings with Manoe! Texeira, her agent in Haibur,. 
Ile was a wealthy and prominent member of the Jewish Community to 
whom Jacob Jehuda Leon dedicated his Spanish translation of the I’salims 
(Amsterdam, 1670). After Christina had renounced her throne and lef 
sweden for Rome she stayed at Texeira’s house, a proceeding whic! 
horrified the magistrature and citizens of Hamburg. Nevertheless, she 
repeated it some years later when en route to revisit her native lanc. 
lexeira gave her some sound advice about her equivocal behaviour, the 
management of her property in Sweden and her proposed adoption of 
Roman Catholicism. But it was all in vain. She always followed her 
way Wwardcourses, Neverthless, Texeira continued to act as her agent 
and, when the Hamburg authorities refused him the diplomatic immun- 
ties to Which she claied that he as her agent was entitled, she protected 
him. Twiee she wrote to the Emperor on his behalf, and also herse!t 
administered a severe rebuke to the city magistrates, Ardent Catholic 
though she had become, she could not brook racial intolerance. This 
freedom from narrow prejudice she displayed on apother occasion wher, 
on her way to Antwerp, she met a beautiful Jewess and allowed her to 
rile in her carriage. 
Altogether this portrait of the Sibyl of the North, the mos? 
intellectually gifted woman of her age, is worthy of everyone’s attention, 
and Miss Goldsmith is to be congratulated on presenting us with a living 
personality, A. WEINEL.

I must remind 
your reviewer that the very first condition of winning the interest of the 
child is the establishment of confidence viving the child @ consciousness 
of mastery of the subject, and this is the eondition that the elementary 
school teacher ever seeks to fulfil in his work. 

I must confess that I was a little sorry to observe that your reviewer 
descended to the level of cheap ridicule and of the covert sneer in his 
reference to the exerc.ses given ia the book. Such rdicule may be applied 
to the whole of the work done in Elementary Schools. I have been 
happily free from this que stio able anethod of controversy in a long 
career devoted to sc ence, and I cannot help feeling that it is out-of place 
in the greater cause of relisious cducatiou. I wonder, too, if exercises on 
Passover puts and running to Cheder would really stre gthen our Hebrew 
teaching. I fear we begin to lore our perspect ve once Wwe permit such 
trivialities to obtrude in our work L note, however, that when the 
reading lessons draw their material exclusively from Bibl cal scurces, 
your reviewer is still far from pl ased. I am well aware of the acute 
differences in opinion that exist on this usage. I cannot admit, however, 
that iflam bold, Lam also bad. The simplification (which, by the way, 
18 & good deal more than the abandonment of the vav conversive) is 
effected in the interests of the children; it is something we are do ng, not 
only in school but in all walks avd in al activities cf life. Indeed, the 
logical sequel to the do-trine of invik lability may bring upon us some very 
embarras-ing di. commas.

Consecration by the Chief Rabbi. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR JEWRY'S GOOD NAME. 


The Dollis Hill Synagogue, Parkside, N.W., was consecrated on 

Sunday afiernoon by the Chief Rabbi. The building, which has 
been erected at an approximate cost of £1,400, was opened by Mr. 
Gustave Tuck who announced that he would give adonation of £100 
tothe building fund. Already some 150 members have been enrolled, 

The crowded congregation which was present inciuded Dayan Dr. A, 
Veldman. Davan &. 1. Hillman, Mr. 8. Moses (Vice-President of the United 
Synagogue). Mr. M. Dupare, Mr. P. Goldberg and Mr. Isaac Uoint 
Secretar.es of the United Synagogue), Mr. B. bh. Lieberman and Mr. J. 
lL evartowsky (the two Wardens of the Cricklewood Byhagogue), and Mr. 
1). H. Aarons (Financial Representative of the Cricklewood Synagogue), as 
weil as a number of Ministers of other Synagogues. The Rey. H. ( OOpPel 
officiated. assisted by the Rev. Walter Levin; and the choir was unde: 
the direct on of Mr. M. Millan 

In .he course of his sermon the CHIEF. RABBI Sait that the occasion 
which had broueht thom together. was a sacred and glorious one-—-an 
which reflected credit not only tiv men and women 
respousible for it, but upon the Community and upon the whole House ot 
Isracl. Scores, nay, hundreds of Jewish families, mostly young peopk 
iving in that part of the metropolis, had been urged by their religious 
feclings to become a community, a Mp, and the whole House of Israe! 


reioleed over that oceasion, and conferred its blessing upon them. ‘*' May 
this undertaking and aH those connected with it be. blessed with world!) 
independence, happiness, health and prospenty.’ Whenever Israel was 
blessed with prosperity, happiness and icdependence, it was confronted 


with anti-Semltism. Isaac Prosperous mana the Phil ‘tines be CiLLLit 


envious. saving: “ You must leave our land.’ The Children of Israel in 
Egypt prospered aod multiplied and the Lcyptians said: ** We will crush 
and destroy them. And this was happening to-day Jewry had, for th: 


last two centuries, prospered and had made a name for itself. Now that 
fame had called forth the evil spirit and their people were the victims in 
CGerma.y of the most diabol cal methods of the Middle Ages in. order t 
crush and annihilate those of whom their enemics were envious. That 
newly erected Synagozve was a Contre of Prayer, but it should also 
be a Centre of Religious Teaching, and a Centre of Communal Life where 
they should be imbnod with love for their fellow-men.. For so long as 
that. fire burnt in their hearts and illomined their souls pone of thei: 
ip would be aWe to anrihilate them. In recent months a serics of 


crimes had bcen Committed bry malcfactors among whom were a numba: 
of Jews. This had caused a OWA SPN and a blot on the good name of 
Jewry. which wou'd take vcars to be forgotten. They might not al! 
succeed in making themse!ves beloved, but every Jewish man, woman 
and child could live in such a way. as to make the Jewish name respected. 
In conclusion, Dr. Hertz appealed to his hearers to pursue § and 
maintain Peace particularly in view of the fact that there had 
already been talk about seceding. from the Congregation on. thi 
part of ecerta'n number of people. ‘*Canrot we dews,’’ he 
asked, “show an cxample in +«halom’ “How can you win the 
respect of your fellow-men if you ate always quarrelling?” He u ged the 
older and younger members of the Congregation to work together, anc 
pleaded for a harmonising of effort and endeavour in order that that Syna 
vogue should be made a living centre of Judaism. He had not given them 
an ordinary sermon on that occasion but rather a straightforward. talk. in 
view of the recent events which had disgraced their Community. He 
prayed that his words might not fall on unfertile soil, and that it mich! 
be given to them to witness that Congregation grow into a mode! 
Community, working for Peace, the Torah and the glory of God. 

The Chief Rabbi then offered up a Prayer. 

At the conchision of the Service, yotes of thanks to the Chief Rabbi 
and Mr. Gustave Tuck were moved by Mr. FRANK EF. Evuis and Mr. 
“AMUEL Moses respectively. 

Mr. GUsTAVE TUCK, in reply, said that in the work of a new Syna 
cogue it Was natural that the labours of the pioneers should be fraugh' 
with difficulty, and thanks were due to Mr. Harry Green who. wa: 
responsible for acquiring the site aud-nmraking the satisfactory arrand 
ments with the United Synagogne. Thanks were also due to those on thi 
Bruilding Committee During the bailding of a Synagogue like that. hv 
knew, as a matter of fact, that there was a great deal that required 
continual attention, and thanks must. be given to Mr. Levison for the fine 
Way in which he had done his.work.. They must also compliment the 
Architect, Mr. Eprile, for the dignified building he had erected. Then 
there was the great problem of money. He understood. that, thanks to 
the work of Mr. Ladsky, they had collected some £300: that the wisdom 
and generosity of the United Synagogue had subscribed another £250 : 
and that, fur ther, they were ke nding the locel Congregation £70. 
After referring to the establishment of the Religion Classes, which 
were attended weekly by more than fift y children, Mer. Tuck congratulated 
Mr. Frank Ellis, the son of an old friend and valued co-worker of his in 
commnnal charities, and all who were resp msible for the ere ction of the 
PVbhagocue.

Vilna Police Disperse Anti-Semites. 

Four Jewish boys. of Vilna have been arrested in connection 
With a stabbing affray, in which a Christian boy named. Klima- 
sz-wski lost his life. Two of them were later released, and it 5 
expected that a third will be released later. The fourth, named 
Kutzner, who comes of a very poor family, is said to have confessed 
to the murder. It is stated that the boys tried to steal food froma 
cart, and that Klimaszewski stopped them. 

\n attempt was made to exploit the. in ident in order to 
provoke a pogrom, but the police comp Hedthe crowd to disperse. 
Tie anti-Semitic Press in Vilna has been confiscated for conducting 
an anti-Jewish agitation in connection with the affair, while all 
three German Hitlerist papers in Poland, circulating among the 
Geman-speaking population in the Lodz district, have been cone 
Hscated for grossly false reports of the affray. 

An anti-Semitic outburst is also reported frem the Warsaw 
suburb of .Nowo-Brodno. Luscriptions, “Don't buy from Jews! 
Beat the Jews!” were painted during the night on Jewish shops and 
houses, and early in the morning rowdies went through the streets 
distributing anti-Semitic leaflets. A Jewish delegation has made 
representations to the authorities, who have promised to take 
protective measures,

The Refugees in Paris. 


Pitiful Scenes at Relief Committee. 
LFrom our Correspondent. | 

I found the big courtvard of the barrack-like building of the 
Relief Committee, Rue de la Durance, filled to overflowing bya huge 
crowd surging up to a stand from which a young German was shouting 
in a stentorian voice, *‘ Numbers up to 500! Are there any num bers 
up to 500!” It immediately reminded me of similar scenes I had 
Witnessed in the recruiting stations of pre-War Russia. 

It was Monday, and as the building is closed over the week-end; 
the crowd was particularly large and impatient. Some of them, I 
heard later, had been queued up all night. 

The entrance to the building was choked by a mass of people, 
all belonging apparently to the fortunate 500 entitled to admission ; 
‘hey were trickling in slowly, waiting for their names to be called. 
lhe entrance was guarded by two policemen. 
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When I worked my way through to the entrance I was immediately 
turned back by the policemen. I beckoned to an official behind them. 

nd. ft} expla 


ining my business to them. was permitted to enter. 
he relugees w ho were admitted hurried upstairs tothe second floor. 
only to find the door of the actual offices again blocked. this 
me by a young man. On the stairs I witnessed a painful scene. | 
heard a young woman crying to her husband: “ Komm. Herbert 
| verzichte auf alles !”’ Let’s go, Herbert, I won’t bother ’’) 
pulled her husband downstairs, but when thev had gone a few

Upstairs the applicants had to wait patiently for their turn 
waiting-room accommodated soine 600 people, but the seating

At the end of a corridor I found two large rooms containiig a 
number of benches. In one of them the refugees were interrogated 
and in the other they were given food tickets for five days, plus 
5 francs in cash, It was again a slow and depressing procedure. The 
man from Berlin was trying to hurry the issue of food tickets to a 
young and emaciated German (non-Jewish) woman carrying a baby. 
He pushed her in the foreground to draw the attention of the officials 
to the baby, while the woman, almost in tears, objected to becoming 
conspicuous. Finally, after a good deal of waiting, the food tickets 
and money were given. “‘ What shall I do with five francs for five 


. days with the baby?” asked the woman. 


Without touching on the wider aspects of the problem, such as 
the overlapping of work by various organisations, the question of 
productive relief, ete., the worst failure witnessed at Central 


‘ Committee seems to be lack of expert organisation. The refugees, 


for instance, might have been split up into families or subdivided 
into small] and manageable Croups according to their order of arrival 
or the initial letter of their names. From among the refugees them- 
selves sufficient volunteers could be obtained for handling the work, 
and there should likewise be no lack of volunteers from among the 
local Jewish community. The work at the Central Committee. could 
also be limited to new arrivals and the rest of the work decentralized 
and delegated to distriet committees. But, most important, whatever 
is given should be given with good grace and without nerve-raeking: 
formalities and red tape. A comforting word goes a long way. 
Refugees arriving in such numbers can certainly raise no claim to 
luxuries, but they are entitled to expect kindliness and be spared any 
physical and nervous strain that can be easily avoided. 

ReasSsuring statements regarding the situation produced through the 
entry into Alsace-Lorraine of refugees have been forthcoming from the 
principal Prefects of the-region. lu the Department of the Moselle, it was 
pointed out, that although 4,000 of these refugees had passed through, 
only 400 had settled. The great majority of the exiles passed on to Paris 
and to the centre of France. It wa: explained that the new arrivals were 
being enco waged to found industrial or coumercial Undertakings of a type 
not previously existing in the district. Consequently, local traders had no 
need to fear competition, Out of nearly 4,000 refugees, mainly Jews, who 
entered the Department of the Upper Rhine, only 600 remained, H Ww 
ever, feeling in certain districts is stil unallayed. In Metz, a meeting of 
tradesmen has lately passed a resolution cailing on the Government to 
debar refud: es from setthog in Alsace-Gorraine and to revoke the Franco 
German agreement of 1927, with its most-fayoured-nation privileges in 
respect of employment. 

Plans by the Society of Friends for a centre for refugees in lTaris 
include workrooms for tailoring, boot repairing, laundry, ironing and 
sewing. A Social Centre has already been established.

Chancellor Repudiates Discrimination Policy. 

The Austrian Chancellor, Dr. Dollfuss, address ng the Father 
land Front this week, bas proclaimed Austria ~ a Christian German 
State” on“ Fuscist”’ lines, but repudiated in his speech what he 
deseribed as. exaggerated false nationalism, ter: orism and the 
principle of “Gleichschaltung” under which Jews are being 
squeezed out in Germany. The Chancellor said that Austria was 
prepared for co-operation with Germany, but insisted on retaining 
its independence. 

The Jewish population is still uncertain about the effect of the 
new policy on its status, 


Government Curbs Student Excesses.

Favourable Situation in Greece. 
New Government's Stand Against Anti-Semitism. 


Prom our Correspondent.—SALONIKA. | 


The victors of the Popular Party in the March elections, after 
ten years “in the wilderness,” has been followed by a period of 
hope and tranquility for Greek Jewry. The firm attitude adopted 
by the Prime Minister, M. Tsaldaris, towards anti-Semitic agitation 
has demonstrated that the Government is determined to protect 
Jewish rights. In contrast to the Venizelos regime, no untoward 
incidents have occurred. Meanwhile, the Press of the Venizelists 
und other republican parties are conducting a vigorous anti-Semitic 
campaign. 

From his first days in office, M. Tsaldaris m ade clear his friend 
liness to the Jews. It was he who invited the Jewish Deputy, M. 
Daniel Allalouf, to prepare a resolution calling for thé suppression 


of a separate electoral college—a virtual political Ghetto—for the 


Jews. The electoral college is now a thing of the past. The 
Minister of Public Assistance and Health likewise strongly supported 
this measure, and has also announced that Jewish charitable 
organisations would be afforded the same help as Greek ones.

The Protection of Cultivators. 
NEW ORDINANCES ISSUED. 


The Protection of Cultivators’ Ordinance has now been enacied 


by the High Commissioner, with three amendments, first, that a 


tenant neglecting his holding will be given only three months 
notice, secondly, that a landlord does not need to provide a reserve 
subsistence area for a tenant who already has adequate land elso- 
where, and thirdly, that execution is not to defeat the rights of tho 
statutory tenant. 

The ordinance was foreshadowed in the Colonial Secretary's 
statement in the House of Commons on July 14th, and is intended 
to consolidate previous legislation and expand the Protection of 
Cultivators’ Ordinance 1929, and the ordinances amending it. 

The Government has also published a new Municipal Law, the 
text of which provides for a more reduced Governmental contro! of 
the Municipalities compared with the originally proposed Jaw. ‘The 
Jerusalem and Haifa Municipalities will have appointed members, 
in addition to the elected ones, With the exception of those at 
Tel-Aviv, no non-citizens of Palestine will be allowed to vote in the 
Municipal elections, a fact which will seriously decrease the Jewis! 
vote outside Tel-Aviv.

THE “NO, NO” POLICY. 

In the current issue of the Near EAST AND INDIA, an organ 
which is generally believed to voice the views of the Colonral 
Oftice, appears an article on the Zionist Congress. In a paragraph 
entitled “ Zionists and the Mandatory,” the journal says: 

”“ The domestic differences of the Congress caused the stereo- 
typed attacks on the Mandatory Power to occupy a less prom. 
nent place in the fortnight’s debates than they have assumed 
on previous occasions. It was left agan-to Rabbi Dr. Stephen 
Wise... . to represent the Mandatory Power as being actuated by 
a resolve to thwart the Jewish Nitional Home at every turn.... 
As far as the published reports indicate, no speaker appears to have 
suggested that possibly Great Britain belongs to the category of 
beings from whom much more can be secured by reasonable and 
reasoned co-operation than by means of unreasoning atta ks. Dr. 
Wise, aceordiny to one report, went on to praise highly the work of 
the Palestine Zionist Executive during the last two years. They 
had with dignity replied ‘No’ to the Mandatory Power when- 
ever it was necessary to say ‘No,’ and the necessity covered 
the French Reports, the income-tax proposals, the question of 
the Palestine Legislative Council, ‘which amounted to an 
abrogation or annulment of the Balfour Declaration,’ and should 
aso cover the Land Ordinance, which the speaker character- 
ised as ‘a very mean act on the part of the Mandatory Power.’ 
Such an outspoken negative attitude on the part of the Zionist 
Executive would seem to leave little room for that spirit of 
co-operation which, it would be thought, is.so essential for the 
successful development of the Jewish National Home. If it is 
the case that Dr. Weizmann was held fo have shown too ready a 
disposition to co-operate with the Palestine Government or at least 
to try to understand its point of view, then the Zionist Organisation 
Will gradually be accumulating the necessary evidence to enable it 
to judge of the relative merits of such co-operation and the "No-No’ 
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policy. Judgment, however, should be withheld until there has 
been time to gauge results. An emphatic ‘No!’ may seem very 
dignified at the time of its utterance, but its intrinsic merit depends 
on whether it advauces the cause of the Jewish National Home or 
mere ker ns it marking time,”

ADDRESS BY MR. NEVILLE LASKT,

Mr. Neville Laski said that the position of the Jews in Germ, 

He desecri} 
an experience he had in (rerimany its indicative ol the pre vial 
anti-Semitism, and said that it was not only Jews but anyone » 
was hostile to the present regime whose life was being st niped « 
under the heel of a new brutality which compelled reluctant real;

Mr. Laski dealt with the question of arousing public opinn 
as the best weapon for thet task not by imdienation meetin 
amoung themselves. nor by Jewish processions. The whole endeavou: 
of the Board of Deputies had been concentrated on having a chin 
of non-Jewish meetings up and’ down the. country. He instan: 
the Albert Hall meeting, presided over by Lord Buckmaste: 
ldiressed by the Are hhishopoft Canterburs and other represeuta 
of Christian consciousness, @ having enormous effect, The Ros 
of Deputies bad placed the facts before the public simply and wit! 
out exaggeration, and their activities had been conducted with 
sobriety and d gnity that had gained gen-ral support. The Brit) 
Press had been asked to bring bome the horror of Hitlerism os 
had done so loyally. Mr. Lask! mentioned the MANCHES’ 
ARDIAN —(applause)—whose serv ces, he said, tothe Jewish 
and the cause ot hurianity and freedom could 
forgotten. Dealing with the attitude of himself and the Bovurd 
in not advocating a public proctamation of a boycott, Mr. Las! 
said that criticism did. not hurt him: buat he: resented t! 
charge of “not having consulted his bead and his heart 
but of having “only. consu ted his cokl feet.” le 
been in consultation, both im England and elsewhere, wii 
distinguished German Jews who were helping to hold the co: 
munity together. The substance of their advice was, “It is ow 
necks not yours. We do not wish the pubhe proclamation of » 
boycott. Ifthe Jews and Jewesses of Encland choose to exercise 
their spontaneous wish in one or other direction, they must do 
what they wish to do. We -have wo right to advise them, anid 
we dare not, but if you. want irretrievably and irrevocably to 
destroy any chance of the miserable life we now lead, proclaim a 
boycott.” That could not be disregarded, said’ Mr, ‘Laski, partic: 
larly if they could be told the names, which he dare not wentionr 
of those who had given it. Secondly, a public proclamation 
would not add one per cent. to the efficiency of the boycott thi’ 
already existed. For international Jewry to proclaim a boycot! 
continued Mr. Laski, would be tantamount to a proclamia ion o! 
war against Germany, which would serve to unite the country 
against an apparent common enemy. Mr. Laski cited muny opinions 
of those whom he had consulted as being fst J 
He added: “Ido hope one day it may be pos ble for the Prime 
Minister of this great country, who so far has ¢aid nothing, to come 
out into the open and say something. (Great applause). I fee! 
certain that the Prime Minister, when he can, will say what the 
Prime Ministers of England always have said: what Palmerston 
said, what Gladstone said, and what we know Mr. Asquith and Mr 
Lioyd George would have said in similar circumstances. I fee! 
certain that the political history of our Prime Minister is such tha‘ 
he is not blind to his duty, but that his silence is due to circum 
stances wrapped up with the major interests of England, and thi! 
when he feels he can he will say, as his Foreign Secretary has said, 
that England's heart beats and that its policy stands for a common 
humanity and a common liberty to all men, irrespective of race. 
colour or creed. I believe that where he leads. others will fo!low, 
and that all the countries of Europe, all those who value liber(:, 
are waiting for the lead of England.” — 

Another way of treating the problem was to approach tc 
League of Nations. That had been realised from the beginnin¢ 
said Mr. Laski. Every endeavour was being made to move thc 
League. The Jewish Community desired a Conference, and one 
would be held in October. The monetary contributions of Anglo 
Jewry had not been proportionate to the activity of the Community 
and a great deal more was required, He appealed for loyalty to the 
Joint Fo eign Committee.

The Doyenne of Dutch Drama. 
A GREAT JEWISH ACTRESS.

Faust in Fustian 


Last weeks Promenade concert, the first half of which was 
devoted to works by Liszt, effectually quenched any curiosity to 
hear those of his major svmphonic compositions which are not 
already standard items in orchestral repertoire. Certainly his 
~ Faust’ Symphony, apparently regarded as his greatest work, 
completely took the edge off my appetite, and I am content to 
abide by the verdict of nearly three generations as to his other 
symphony, without demanding the right to judge for myself. There 
is no denying the ambitions sgale of the “ Faust” symphony: 
with its three. movements, devoted to Faust, Margaret, and 
Mephistopheles respectively. it is clearly intended to cover the 
entire range of the Faust legend in its three main aspécts. 
But the attempt to depict character in musical terms fails 
because the first movement is not characteristically Faustian. 
(or it is a very fustian Faust) nor the second particularly expressive 
of Margarets nature and feelings, whilst the third. devoted to 
Mephistopheles, made the immortal demon sound like a fussy and 
rather impotent elderly gentleman. Withal, the work was far too 
long; compression might have done much for it. The essential 
reason for Liszt's failure to write outstanding symphonic music 
seeins to me to he in his proneness to compose shojdy themes, 
attempting to disguise them with his favourite “ effects.” His love 
of effects is well illustra ed in the “Tria gle Concerto”; nothing, 
not even his desire to explore the potentialities of percussion, can 
justify that irritating tinkle. But Pouishnoff did his very best ior 
the work, and the Allegretto Vivace movement sparkled as I have 
rarely heard it before. After the interval that perfect gem of English 
pastoral music, Butterworth’s “ Shropshire Lad,” was most unfor- 
tunately marred in its beginning by untimely interruptions in the 
corridors outside the hall, and Sir Henry and the orchestra never 
quite recovered fre u this introduction of Lisztian percussion in the 
form of an electric bell. H.C.S,
